to play by his employer’s rules, Vince made an example 
of Austin because “you don’t cross the boss.” One night 
after the ruling, McMahon told every Federation 
superstar that none of them were bigger than he is, and

that they would follow in 
Austin’s footsteps if they went 
against his will. 

As the world witnessed that 
night on RAW, the Rattlesnake 
hunted Vince down and em- 
barrassed him on television— 
ending the torment by shoving 
an envelope in his prey’s 
pocket. The following week, it 
was revealed that Shane 
McMahon, Vince’s son and the 
heir apparent of the World 
Wrestling Federation, had given 
Austin a contract extension 
WITH the stipulation that he 
would get a title shot at a date 
to be determined! According 
to Shane, his father had never 
paid attention to him while 
growing up and no matter how 
hard he tried, he couldn’t live 
up to the lofty expectations 
of the Federation owner. As a 
result, Shane resolved to make 
his father take notice and 
prove his heavy-handed tactics 
wrong!

Hardy are two of the youngest—and most gifted— __in the World Wrestling Federation’s “Funkin’ Dojo” camp

Federation history. 

Growing up as fans of the sport in 
their native Cameron, North Carolina, 
the brothers started down the road 
to a wrestling career by filming 
home wrestling matches on a 
giant trampoline. By the , SN , 
time they were in high 4 : 
school, Matt and Jeff 
were competing at 
local fairs when they 
met wrestling veteran the 
ltalian Stallion. The Stallion 
saw so much promise in the 
Hardys that he obtained 
their first big break in the 
Federation in 1993. 

Barely out of high 
school, the brothers were 
ata severe disadvantage 
against established super- 
stars who were much larger 
and stronger. However, 
they “paid their dues” and 
gained vast experience by 
competing for independent 
cards across the country. 
To earn a living while 
chasing their dream, Jeff 
worked landscaping jobs 
while Matt designed and 
created wrestling attire for 
fellow competitors. 
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headed by the legendary Dory Funk and 
former Federation Tag Team Champion 
Tom Prichard. After years of developing 
their skills, the duo was ready to take the 
next step. 
“The Dojo was a solid place for us to 
learn what it takes to be a super- 
star,” Matt said. “Dory taught us 
that it’s the little things you can 
do as an athlete that will make 
you much better. Dory and Tom 
have so much experience in 
the sport that it’s given us a 
new perspective inside 
the ring.” 
Following their 
stay at the Dojo, 
Matt and Jeff 
began compet 
ing with the Federation fulltime 
and gained worldwide recog- 
_ _ nition by upsetting Kaientai on 
Sunday Night Heat prior to 
September’s “Break Down”: 
In Your House. The next 
week on Shotgun Saturday 
Night, the Hardys inter- 
vened on behalf of a 
competitor who was being 
attacked by Too Much. By 
standing up to the Federation’s 
top tandems, the brothers 


have finally realized their 


dream. W

compared to the egg. In other 
words... it’s just a pinch—a 
very small part. 

Will they drop turds on me 
for sayin’ that? You know they 
will, but you know what— 
WHO CARES!!! It’s not a shot 
at anybody, but simply an 
observation. | mean, | respect 
the mechanics of the squared 
circle as much as the next guy, 
but in this world of talkin’ 
socks—it's just not as important 
as it used to bell! The “enter- 
tainer” is going to make more 
money than the “worker” each 
and every day of the week, my 
friends. And not only will they 
be richer... but they'll also have 
longevity. 

Let me break it down for 
ya—MR. SOCKO is over. The 
fans are gettin’ outta their 
chairs for a SOCK!!! DO YOU 
GET THAT!!! And—IT’S NOT 
EVEN THE SAME SOCK!!! 
IT’S A DIFFERENT SOCK 
EVERY TIME!!! Now, Mr. 
Socko hasn't put in over 20 
years in his craft practicin’ the 
collar ‘n’ elbow lockup. No, he 
just showed up one day in a 
hospital room and he was 
OVER—INSTANTLY!!! 

But wait—there’s more. 

Remember a guy named Al 
Snow? You know—Avatar-Leif 


Cassidy. Always had the staple of being a “helluva 
worker”, but for some reason—couldn’t get over if his life 
depended on it.
